Business at Adams Sireet Core. 
_mer Are Bought by Henry Strong 
for $165,000. | 


Henry Strong, owner of the land, 100x144 
feet in dimensions, at the southeast corner 
of State and Adams streets, has bought the 
buildings on the property from Siegel, Coo- 
per & Co., the lessees, for $165,000 cash.

A few words from the 
leaders of the strikers soon made some of 
them change ‘their minds and they decided 
not to go to work, ‘but.to attend the meeting. 
instead. They ran “home to throw off their 
pit clothes and put on their Sunday gar- 
ments. While the miners were making this 
change the strikers cheered and the bana 
struck up awaits, Then-the miners’ wives 
left their cottages and ran out to the road, 
where they danced with the strikers on the | 
green by the side of the road.

The frightened 
miners, without stopping to attempt to re- 
gain their buckets, turned ang ran for the 
pit and did not stop until they were behind

While the latter, in the opinion of most 
citizens, is reason enough for their under- 
taking the work, still it is becoming more 
apparent every cay it will be necessary te 
make some radical changes in their plans 
for the river if the drainage law is to be 
obeyed, whether there is any resulting bén- 
efit to commerce or not. 

As the law now stands the board 1s bound 
to cause a flow of 300,000 cubic feet a minute 
through the canal, and this flow must be in- 
creased as the population of Chicago grows.

Observations at Cornell Show Also.

New York, July 29.—{Special.)—Prof 
R. W. Prentiss of Rutgers College gives the 
following account of the eclipse of the sun 
today: 

“The partial eclipse of the sun was ob- 
served this morning at the Schauch observa-— 
tory, Rutgers College, by means'of the six- 
inch. equatorial. telescope.. ‘The instrument 
was directed exactly toward the sun, and its 
light passing through the glass projected an 
image of the sun fifteen inches in diameter 
upon a large white screen, at a distance of 
eighteen inches or so from the eye end. By

Japanese Minister Insists That Arbi- 
tration Is Impossible. 


COUNT OKUMA’S INDIGNANT NOTE. 


Honolulu, July 21, via San Francisco, Cal., 


.July 29.—[Special.]—Minister of Foreign: 


Affairs Cooper, smarting under the attacks 
of the Honolulu newspapers, today gave out 
for publication the full correspondence 
which passed between himself and the Jap- 
anese Minister, Shimamura. 

The correspondence was given to the press 
despite the strong protest from Shimamura, 
who charged Cooper with a serious breach 
of diplomatic etiquette in giving out the 
substance of the letters he has written and 
received. 

Cooper says he is merely following a prece- 
dent recently established by Secretary of 
State Sherman at Washington, and, besides, 
reports lately have been sent out from Wash- 
ington that have some grain of truth, but 
are wide enough of the mark to prove more 
injurious than the full facts in the case. 

The correspondence thus given out is very 
voluminous, but when divested of diplomatic 
verbiage the facts upon which controversy 
is founded may be made clear in a few words, 


Hawali Backs Down. 


That settlement of the dispute through 
arbitration has been proposed by this gov- 
ernment is no longer denied by Minister 
Cooper. A proposition was made to Min- 
ister Shimamura in a brief note on June 28, 
two days after the Hawalian government 
had tn a long letter refused every claim of 
the Japanese government and had stated its 
determination to stand fast upon the ground 
it had taken.

“In disregard of all treaty rights 460 Jap- 
anese subjects, after being confined for 
some’ considerable time without any judicial 
determination, without having access to the 
courts, without having permission to con- 
sult with our representatives, were igno- 
mintously expelled from the country. 

“Tt is not suggested that a similar treat- 
ment would under any circumstances be 
meted out to Hawalian citizens. In fact, 
the action was based upon the fact that the 
persons concerned were aliens who by 
statutory fiction were deemed to be without 
territorial limits of Hawaii.” 

Japan May Not Arbitrate. 


There is nothing striking or novel in sub- 
‘sequent correspondence up to the letter in 
which he distinctly offered arbitration as 4 
settlement of the difficulty. This letter was 
transmitted to the Janaese government by 
Minister Shimamura a few days after 
it had reached his hands, and his reply ts 

The Minister is confident an answer will 
be received by the next steazher from the 
Orient: for’ that reason he was particularly 
anxious that the correspondence should not 
be made public at this time. When seen at 
the legation tonight Shimamura stated that 
he considered it a breach of courtesy for 
Minister Cooper to make public corre- 
spondence before it was closed. 

The Japanese Minister refused to be inter- 
viewed on the latest phase of the question, 
but his position is a wel) known one.

WILL NOT TAKR ISLANDS APTER ALL. 


Great Britain Officially Withdraws 


from Recent Occupation of Islands 
| Claimed by Hawali. 


London, July 29.—According to the official 
colonial list Great Britain has established 
a protectorate over Jarvis Island and the 
Phenix group, comprising Phenix, Birnie, 
Hull, Gardner, and Sydney Islands, and 
over Washington (or New York) Island, and 
Palmyra and Johnson Islands. 

After words “Johnson's Island” is an as- 


 terisk, referring to a footnote, which reads 
follows: 


“Since withdrawn and acknowledged to 
belong to Hawali on condition that the right 
to land a cable is conceded if desired.”’ 

The astérisk, however, does not clearly | 
indicate whether the footnote refers to the | 
last named island (Johnson) only, or to all. 

Washington, D. C., July 29.—In support 
of their claim to Palmyra Island, which has 
been taken possession of. by the British gov- 
ernment, the London authorities refer to 
the fact that the British flag was hoisted 
over this territory in 1889. 

Even if the official records of the Hawaiian 
government fail to show the title of Dole 
régime to the island, the United States is 
in a position to raise the claim that the is- 
land belongs to this government by virtue of 


its discovery by an American citizen. This | 


fact is recognized by the British authori- 
ties in an official publication, which con- 
tains a reference to its discovery, and the 
agtion of the British in piacing their flag 
over it.

Phihppopolis, Bulgaria, July 29.—Late last 
evening there was concluded here one of the 
most dramatic trials ever held In a court of 
law. It was the trial of Captain Boitschefi, 
formerly aid-de-camp to Prince Ferdinand, 
and his accomplices in the tragic death of a 
young girl named Anna Szimon. 

The girl, who was exceptionally handsome, 
was a public singer. She went from Buda- 
Pesth in 1894 to Sofia, where she met Detsche 
Boitscheff. He was a fine-looking man, a 
Captain of the guards, and aid-de-camp to 


Prince Ferdinand, and the girl was at once 
infatuated with him. 

Burdened with debts, Boitscheff engaged 
himself to marry a wealthy heiress and re- 
pudiated his promise to marry Anna, whom 
he had sent to Buda-Pesth with orders not to 
return to Sofia. She returned, however, and 
in her efforts to see Boitscheff caused a scan- 
dal within the environments of the palace of 
the Princg of Bulgaria. Boitscheff became 
enraged at this and determined to get rid of 
the girl by murdering her. . ¢ 

He accordingly wrote to his victem sum- 
moning her to meet him in Philippopolis, at 
the same time protesting his love for her. 


to her death he called to his aid M. Novelic, 
Prefect of Police, and a gendarm named 
Wassalieff. 

A tryst was appointed at the Marilza 
bridge, to which place the murderers drove 
in a carriage. Three men, Novelic, Was 
salieff, and another seized the girl and stu- 
pefied her with chloroform in the cartiag e.

Boitscheff then mounted the box of the 
vehicle and drove a short distance, when, 
with the assistance of Novelic, he dragged 
the insensible girl out of the carriage with 
his own hands. Boitscheff placed the girl 
on the ground and strangled her to death, 
after which he weighted the body with 


of the girl became suspicious at her failure 
to return and raised an alarm. Novelic and 
Wasselieff were soon afterward arrested, 


number of others were accused of murder 
and the whole tragic story was unfolded in 
court. 
Boitscheff’s wife was present at the trial, 
elegantly dressed. Boitscheff himself was 
elegantly dressed in the latest fashion and 
wore a number of medals and insignia of 
orders. He was gay and witty and frequent- 
ly indulged in laughter. He denied all 


lord, told how Boitscheff had spent his time 
with the girl that he ceased his gayety and 
appeared to realize the gravity of his posi- 
tion. 

In the course of the trial Novelic and 
Wasselieff confessed and adhered to their 
statements that Boitscheff alone strangled 
the girl. Wasselieff declared that Boitscheff 
had said: “The Prince knows all. Anna 
made a scandal at the palace and the Prince 
cannot allow it.’’ 

Laid Blame on Ferdinand. 

Novelic said that Boitscheff had summoned 
him to the palace andsaid: ‘‘ She must be 
killed. It is the Prince’s command.”’ 

The cabman, Alexieff. who drove the party 
of murderers to fhe trysting place at the 
Maritza bridge, testified that Boitscheff-had 
approached him, saying that’ Prince Ferdi- 
nand had ordered the murder of the girl upon 
the ground that she 
Prince's assassination. Alexieff refured to 
have anything to do with the affair unless 
the Prince personally ordered it, whereupon 
Boitscheff threatened to shoot him unless he 
kept silent about the matter. 

Boitscheff was placed upon the stand and 
‘denied every detail of the testimony against 
him. He suggested that Novelic had mur- 
dered the girl thinking to do him a service. 
While Boitscheff was making these state- 
ments Novelic repeatedly made the sign of 
the cross upon his breast. What was most 
horrible about the proceedings in court was 
the claim of obedience of police officials in 
the commission of a cold blooded murder 
when told that it was by the Prince's orders. 
The jury returned a verdict finding Bolts- 
cheff and Novelic guilty of murder and con- 
victing Wassalieff as an accomplice. The 
prisoners will be sentenced later. Novelic is 
supposed to have had a hand in the murder 
of ex-Premier Stambuloff in 1895.

Denial Also the Spanish Report

Havana, July 28, via Key West, July 29.— 
General Quintin Banderas, whom General 
Weyler reported as killed in an encounter 
at the Papaya Heights in Santa Clara Prov- 
ince, is very much alive and is advancing 
westward with his army. According to a 
Cuban official report circulated here, he is 
now near the boundary of Havana Province 


The report that Dr. Ensebio Hernandez 
was killed by the Spaniards is also denied. 

The official report on the Spanish soldiers 
sick and now in the hospitals of the City 
of Havana says they number 300. 

A cable dispatch frem the central covern- 
ment has been received by General Weyler 
in which orders are given to h'm to delay 
the final decision of the tribunal in the 
Competitor cases until the Cortes adfourns. 
Nevertheless he is to report the proceedings 
as ended. When the Cortes adjourns the 
case against the prisoners will be opened 
again and sentence passed. This strange 
order gives rise here to the belief that the 
real intention of the government is to avoid 
the criticisms of the opposition 1n the Cortes 
to the passing of death sentences upon the 
Competitor prisoners. 

Near Corralfalso, Matanzas Province, the 
insurgents captured from a Spanish column, 
after a hard engagement, a large quantity 
of rifles and ammunition and three cannon.

Rio Janeiro, July 29.—Authentic informa- 
tion has reached this city to the effect that 
more than 3,000 soldiers have been killed in a 
big battle near the site of Canudor. 

The fanatics, numbering more than 10,000 
men, all well armed, attacked the govern- 
ment troops. Whole brigades of the soldiers 
were swept down and destroyed, trampled 
under foot, as the victorious fanatics, with 
wild, hoarse shouts of triumph, passéd over 
em,

told. .The®e is no reasonable doubt, how-

SLOW PROGRESS TOWARD PEACE. 


European Powers Still Debating the 
Terms of Settlement Between 
Greece and Turkey. 


Constantinople, July 29.—The demand of 
the German Ambassador, Baron Saurma de 
Jeltsch, that a provision be inserted in the 
peace treaty between Greece and Turkey 
for a European control of Greek finances 
meets with disfavor among the other Am- 
bassadors. They consider that it is not cov- 
ered by their instructions, but should be 
made the subject of direct negotiations be- 
tween Germany and the other powers. 

Even the Turks oppose this project, as 
they regard it as an attempt to take advan- 
tage of the peace negotiations In the inter- 
ects of the German bondholders. 

While it is thought improbable that Greece 
could raise the indemnity loan without such 
guarantees as would be provided by Euro- 
pean control. of her finances, the proposed 
stipulation is regarded as not in order ina 
treaty to which only Greece and Turkey are 
parties. 

At a meeting of the Ambassadors today 
the indemnity clause In a form satisfactory 


It now awaits the approval of.the respective 
Woreign Offices. Another meeting will be 
held on Saturday, when, so far as the Am- 
bassadors are concerned, the negotiations 
will be concluded. 


NEW HOPE FOR IRISH PRISONERS. 


Freedom to Five Life Convicts 


London, July 29.—As a result of the efforts 
of Mr. John Redmond, the Parnelilite leader, 
it is probable that the government will soun 
release the five remaining Irish prisoners, 
Wlilson, Burton, Dalton, Flanagan, and 
Fetherstone, now undergoing sentence of 
penal servitude for life in Portland prison. 

Sir Matthew White-Ridley, the Home Sec- 
retary, has already promised to treat them 
as convicted under the dynamite act of 18838, 
which carries a maximum penalty of twenty 
years’ imprisonment, instead of under the 
treason-felony act of 1848. Deducting for 
** good conduct commutation,” the term of 
imprisonment would be fifteen years. 

All the five have now entered the ffteenth 
year of their imprisonment, and there are 
strong hopes of a release before the expira- 
tion of the year, as the result of the special 
pressure brought to bear upon the Governor, 
supported by a large section of the press.

REFUSES TO IDENTIFY MAN. 


Witnesses Also Said to Decline to Pick 


“VICTIM PROMISES A SENSATION, 


Complaint has been made by J. L. Higgie, 
4733 Ellis avenue, President of the Vessel 
Owners’ Towing company, that on the night 
of Juiy 19 a policeman in uniform assaulted 
and threatened to kill him. Last Wednes- 
day evening Inspector Hunt for the second 
time had Mr. Higgie go to the Hyde Park 
Station and look at the men for the purpose 
of identifying his assailant. He was actom- 
panied by two young bicyclists, P. Heming- 
way and R. R. Hosking, from Wright street, 
who, he said, were witnesses to the affair. 
The youths said they recognized the man 
but refused to identify him. As a result 
Inspector Hunt thought there was some- 
thing rather queer about the case, 

Grounds for increased suspicion were 
gained last night by the peculiar attitude of 
Mr. Higgie. He locked himself in his house 
and stationed his two. sons on the front 
porch with instructions to say he would not 
talk until the time comes for ‘him to tell a 
startling story, and that would be when he 
got the case sifted down to a fine point. 


Tells Inspector 

Mr. Higgie told Inspector Hunt and Cap- 
tain Howe that on Monday night, July 19, 
about 11\o’clock he got off a Cottage Grove 
cable car‘at Fiftieth street and started east 
to his home. When opposite the residence 
of A. &. Trude he heard some one behind 
him whistle, looked around, and saw a 
policeman approaching. 

“I said to him,” continued Mr. Higgie in 
his narrative, “are you whistling at me? 
If youare Iam no dog.’ The fellow replied: 
*Yes, I am whistling at you. I want to 
know who you are.’ As he came up I said 
to him: ‘Come along with me and I will 
show you where I live.’ "’ 

Mr. Higgie stated that they then walked 
along together as far as Drexel boulevard, 
when the policeman struck him on the back 
of the head and nearly knocked him down. 
But he recovered, squared himself for de- 
fense, warded off three of four blows, and 
said to the man, “ Now, you see I could lick 
you and you had better get away from me.” 


Policeman Threatens to Shoot. 

Just then some bicyclists rode up, and 
with Mr. Higgie started to give the police- 
man chase. He ran a little ways, so they 
relate, turned, drew his revolver, and 
threatened to shoot if they followed him 
any farther. But they followed, when he 
again ran, dashed through Mr. Trude’s yard, 
where he was seen by Mr. Trude’s servant, 
and disappeared. 

Mr. Higgie first told two detectives about 
the case and they reported to Captain Ship- 
py. who started an investigation. Inspector 
Hunt, however, sent for Mr. Higgie and had 
him at the station the evening of July 21 to 
see if he could pick out the man. He was 
also taken to the Fiftieth Street Station and 
looked at the force there without results. 

When Captain Howe relieved Captain 
Shippy at Hyde Park last Monday and the 
matter was turned over to him, he tnformed 
Inspector Hunt that Mr. Higgie visited the 
City Hall one day last week and related the 
whole circumstance to Chief Kipley. Soon 
Wednesday the Inspector sent for Mr. Hig- 
gie again to appear at the station that even- 
ing with his witnesses and make another 
inspection of the night detail. The young 
bicyclists accompanying him were from 
Wright street and gave their names as P. 
‘Hemingway and R. R. Hosking. 

Hunt Tells of the Inspection. 

Inspector Hunt said last night they were 
given the best chance possible to get a 
good and close look at every patrolman. 
Mr. Higgie and the two boys held a whis- 
pered conversation, he said, and while they 
were talking the Inspector asked whether 
they saw the man they were looking for. 
The two boys replied they did, but Mr. 
Higgie refused to make any answer. 

“ Can you identify him?” asked Mr. Hunt: 
The boys said they could, but according to 
the Inspector Mr. Higgie told them not to 
say a word and positively refused to have 
the man identified. 

The Inspector called the men back, took 
them into his office, and insisted that Mr. 
Higgie should point out and identify his 
assailant. Thereupon the complainant 
turned on the Inspector, the latter says, and 
told him it was his duty to put his detec- 
tives on the case and let them the 
criminal.

Others 
are faring no better, however, as there is a 
fearful blizzard raging above us in the pass. 
Tomorrow we shall try to start out afresh.

The authority to make loans on the part of 
the Secretary of a GO6perative bank Should 
be exercised with extraordimary care and 
great’ wisdom.’.Affairs, in this line ought to 


foan ¥each the directors that would 
be presumptive evidence that it has passed 
the ordeal of ‘the Secretury’s scrutiny and 
the committee's examination. A Secretary, 
if he is a good manager, will only bring be- 
fore the directors for their action matters of 
superior importance, settling all others him- 
sejf; but he should in no case go beyond the 
limits permitted him by his directors. The 
speaker gave his ideas as to the routine man- 
agement of an association by its Secretary; 
spoke of the banking of funds, the discharge 
of mortgage, renewal of insurance, rental of 
property, payment of money on withdrawals 
and matured shares, and many other ex- 
igencies in connection with the affairs of a 
codperative bank. 

“The Rights and Duties of Building and 
Loan Associations to Stockholders and Their 
‘Relation t6é Creditors "’ was discussed in a 
paper by A. J. Duncan of Columbus, Deputy 
Inspector of Ohio building associations, and 
a brother-in-law of President McKinley. 

He said that the purpose of his address 

was to stimulate among those interested in 
the maintenance of the original principles 
upon which building and loan associations 
are based inquiries as to present rights and 
duties of members and their relation to cred- 
itors. Such increased interest, he asserted, 
with its accompanying broader understand- 
ing of rights, privileges, and duties, would 
be the inspiratiqn of more favorable legisla- 
tion and the beat defense against inimical 
laws. 
_“ The Service and Influence of Our State 
Leagues ’’ was discussed by the Hon. James 
Clarenecy of Philadelphia. He spoke par- 
ticularly of the State league's influence upon 
legislation affecting building associations 
and gave it as his opinion that every Staite 
should have a specific building and loan law 
and all societies be imeorporated under it. 

Albert Barnes of Decatur, Ill., Treasurer 
of the Illinois league, read a paper on ‘* Ap- 
portionment of Profits."” He condemned the 
practice of apportioning at any time more 
profits than had been actually earned, and 
showed that unless an association had an 
ample contingent or reserve fund, the shares 
in force when a loss is met must inevitably 
bear the burden, not only of their own pro- 
portion of the loss, but also the additional 
burden of that part of the loss which should 
be charged to maturing shares. 

Charles F. Kolb of Philadelphia, who was 
down for a paper on * The Interest Reduc- 
tion Plan,” had prepared no paper, but made 
a few remarks upon the subject.

Definite Improvement in 


“Perhaps the most encouraging deduc- 
tion to be made from these opinions of busi- 
ness-men all over the country is to be had 
from the answers to the question, Do you 
recognize signs of definite improvement in 
conditions? 

“Of the entire number 70 per cent an- 
swer this question in the affirmative. 
Dividing the replies by sections 65 per 
cent of those from the Eastern Stites, 64 
per cent from. the Southern States, 70 per 
cent from the Western States, and 95 per 
cent from the Central States answer this 
question in the affirmative. This very large 
percentage from the Central States is par- 
ticularly encouraging from the fact that, 
reckoning simply on the volume of business 
done in the first half of 1887, as compared |}, 


States make a less favorable showing than 
any other section. 

“It is evident that crop conditions and the 
tariff situation during the last few weeks 
have given decidedly hopeful viewr to a 
very large proportion of the jobbers in the 
Central States, 

Tonnage on the Gain. 


“‘In the comparison of tonnage for the 
two years, 70 per cent of the total number 
of replies report an incrvase, 4 per cent a 
decrease, and 26 per cent give the same 
amount for the two years. In the matter 
of collections 43 per cent state that collec- 
tions are in a satisfactory con lition, 25 per 
cent make them as only fair, and 32 per 
cent show them to be slow. Reporting on 
the sales of new stocks, only 23 per cent 
show an increase for the amount sold in 
1897 as compared witn that of the corre- 
sponding period in 1896. Forty-five per cent 
report the sales of new stocks for the two 
years as about the same, while 32 per cent 
note a decrease.

THE PALMYRA Issv 

Public attention is now > nk to what 
may be a new issue between this country 
and Great Britain—namely: the seizure by 
the latter of the Island of Palmyra, by 
some claimed as belonging to the Hawaiian 
and by others to the Polynesian group of 
Pacific islands. Palmyra is, according to 
some authorities, a barren rock, but the 
best evidence is to the effect that it is a 
coral reef, a few feet above the ocean sur- 
face, with soil enough for cocoanut trees, 
which flourish there, a good-bharBor, and 
safe anchorage. It is distant about 1,000 
miles south of Hawaii and its dimensions 
are one and a half square miles. It was at 
one time valuable for its guano, but this has 
been mostly stripped, and the island would 
only be important to Great Britain as a sta- 
tion for the proposed telegraph route from 
British Columbia to Australia aud as a 
coaling station for steamers aloug that 
route. 
The claim of Hawaii to Palmyra ig not 


discovery, Captain Sawle of the American 
ship Palmysa having landed jhefe in 1802 
and given it its present nume. It remains 
to be established, however, whether the 
flag was raised and actual possession was 
taken and whether this government has 
ever asserted any claim to the island. 
Meanwhile yee Britain has held a claim 
of this kind for eight or nine years. It will 
eontend that the British tlag was hoisted 
there in 1889, that it has occupied¢ the 
island ever since, and that the island was 
formally annexed in the above year by 
Commander Nichols of her Majesty’s ship 
Cormorant—a singularly appropriate name 
for the grab business. It is noteworthy 
that the Statesman’s Year Book includes 
Palmyra among other equatorial Pacific 
islands as annexed to Great Britain or 
under its protection. By the right of dis- 
covery, however, the island belongs to us. 

In view of the probable annexation of 
Hawaii to this country it becomes a mat-* 
ter of importance that the State department 
should at least protest against this seizure 
until our claims are set forth and those of 
Hawaii are carefully examined. If it be 
true, as stated, that a colony of Hawaijans 
once occupled the island and that it has 
always been treated as a dependency of 
Hawuii, then the United States should as- 
sert its contingent rights promptly and 
vigorously. Wndoubtedly dispatches from 
Minister Sewall will be received shortly, 
and if they are favorable to Hawaii's claim 
then it will be left for the State department 
to advise Hawaii to protest and to uphold 
this protest. If Palmyra really belongs to 
the Hawaiian group Great Britain has no 
right to hoist its flag there and claim the

The Trustees has 
voted to ask General Counsel Runnells 
whether it has the authority to raise the 
money to pay for improving the South 
Branch by special assessments levied on 
the property benefited. If the thustees are 
satisfied that they have the authority to 


edly discard their present inadequate plan 
of tinkering with the South Branch so as to 
get a flow of only about 300,000 cubic feet 
a minute. 

The trustees feel that the flow should be 
greater than that. If only 500,000 fect a 
minute are discharged through the river— 
the current being only a mile and a quarter 
an hour at the outside—into a canal with a 
capacity of 600,000 cubic feet a minute, the 
latter body of water,may be what Major 
Marshba!! says it will be, “a placid lake.” 

Were that to be the case the drainage 
trustees will have.to keep their dredge at 
work pretty steadily, for most of the solid 
matter carried alang by the waters from the 
river will be precipitated between Robey 
street and Ieckport. The drainage chan- 
nel, if not dredged steadily, will fill up, as 
the old canal bas filled up. 

The capacity of the drainage channel be- 
ing what it is, the quantity of water dis- 
charged through the river with the siow 
current permissible there, should be much 
in excess of the 300,000 cubic feet the 
trustees have been figuring on. The fowage 
through the river should not. however, ex- 
ceed 500,000 cubic feet a minute, for ulti- 
mately a Calumet drainage district will be 
organized, and it will dischasge about 100,- 
000 cubic feet into the drainage channel at 
the Sag, That and 500,000 cubic feet from 
Chieago will exhaust the capacity of the 
channel. 

If the current in the South Branch could 
be made stronger a much greater quantity 
of water could be forced through that 
stream into the drainage channel. But that 
cannot be done, for it would destroy the 
navigability of the former. ‘Therefore, the 
only course to: pursue is to widen the river 
and get thus the inereased fowage which 
will be needed almost immediately. A «pe- 
cial assessment for benefits will furnish the 
means. 


‘GOVERNMENT ARMOR PLATE PLANT. 
- The general deficiency bill, as it was tinal- 
ly passed, limits the cost of Harveyized 
armor plate for the three new baitlesbips 
to $300 per ton. In case the Secretary 
of the Navy finds it impossible to make 
contracts at this rate, however, he is 
authorized by the bill to take steps to 
establish a government armor plate factory 
of sufficient capacity to make the armor. 
It is also made his duty to prepare a de-. 
s¢ription and plans and specifications of 
the land, buildings, and machinery suitable 
for the plant, advertise for propdsals, and 
report to Congress at its next session. 
This is/just what should have been done 
long ago. There should have been an end 
months ago to dealings with cheats and 
extortionists who have heen charging this 
government enormous prices, at times near- 
ly three times what they were* charging 
foreign governments for the same armor 
plate. If the government cannot make a 
contract for the sum named or less, it would 
-be humiliating and disgracefal, and it might 
be dangerous, .to have to stop work on 
the three battleships fer an unlimited time 
when no one can tell bow soon their services

At 68 a man reaches perhaps his highest 
attainments of skill and pleasure in this 
delightful exercise, as well as his utmost 
endurance. He has many advantages over 
young persons. His judgment is fully ma-

nues. He is not given to anties, and tricks, 
and showing off on the wheel. He never 
takes chances between another wheel and 
the curb, that narrow selvedge where fools 
rush in and angels fear to tread. Like the 
wise virgin, his lamp is always lit, hence he 
is not regarded. as the pestilence which 
walketh in the darkness. In a word. the 
man of 68 on the wheel is dignified, con- 
‘servative, safe, cautious, and circumspect. 
There is not a case on record where persons 
have been injured by him, or where the 
man of 63 has been run in by the police for 
violating the regulations. And he boasteth 
net himself, nor is he vain of his achieve- 
ments. As a chaperon he is the delight of 
personally conducted parties. Probably at 
no other age are the joys of the wheel more 
highly appreciated; certainly at np other age 
are its benefits more conspicuously appar- 
ent. 

For all these reasons Chicago will be glad 
that its Chauncey is learning the wheel, 
and before the season is over it will expect 
a visit from him, when all the wheelmen of 
the city will be glad to turn ont and do 
honor to this distinguished member of the

The first batch of American tourists, whe 
arrived at New York on the Majestic on 
Wednesday, had an unpleasant surprise. 
They were confronted at the dock by cus- 
toms officers, who refused to accept their 
declarations that they had no dutiable 
goods and insisted on searching their trunks, 
so as to find out just how much they ought 
to pay.

The United States League of Loca] Build- 
ing and Loan associations met in annual 
convention at Detroiton Wednesday. Twen- 
ty States were represented. ‘The following

Enormous as these figures are, the totals 
would have been much greater but for the 
hard times of the last four years, due to the 
violent assaults on the soundness of the 
currency and to tariff tinkering. Presi- 
dent Brown dwelt on the fact that last year 
“had not been a home building but rather 
a mortgage creating period, in which nearly 
all the people had had a hard struggle.” 
He added: | 

My advice to any young man desiring to enter 
trade would be to urge him to embark In a busi- 
ness that low tariffs and free trade can injure 
only indirectly; to enter a trade that enjoys 
natural protection and is not dependent upon 
written law for protection, I belleve that times 
will improve as rapidly as Americans secure the 
work at home that is now being done abroad. 

And yet, in spite of hard times, the work- 
ing people of the United States have 600 
dollars invested in building and luan 
associations. The assets of the 4,776 asso- 
ciations represent not merely 600 million 
dollars but that many gold dollars, each 
worth 100 cents. But if Bryan had the 
framing of the laws of the United States 
those assets would be worth only 40 cents 
on the dollar. 

That would be the case in Bryan's State 
of Nebraska, where there are associations 
with assets of 354 millions, as well as in 
Pennsylvania, where the assets exceed a 
hundred millions. If Bryan had had his 
way he would have cheated his fellow- 
citizens of Nebraska out of 2% millions. 

The working people of the United States 
have put into their building and loan asso- 
ciations 600 million gold value dollars, 
Bryan demands that the monetary stand- 
ard be changed to silver monometallism, so 
that the “dollar” should be worth only 40 
ecnts, and that those who have borrowed 
the gold value funds’ of the associations 
shall be allowed to pay their debts, dollar 
for dollar, in silver standard 40-cent 
dollars. 

The President of the league referred to 
the injurious effect of a low tariff on the 


interests of workingmen, but neither he-nor 


anybody else spoke of the disaster which 
would have befallen the stockholders in 
building and loan associations if Bryan 
had been elected President last November. 
If that had happened there would have 
been a very gloomy set of delegates at the 
league mecting this year. Their assets 
would have shrunk from 600 millions to 
about 240 millions. Very many of the as- 
sociations would have been ruined. 

It is strange that not a word was said 
about this providential escape from a great 
calamity and that no one mentioned the 
fact that “the foe is at the gate yet ”_. 
that Bryan and his Popocrats are still de- 
manding the free coinage of silver at a 
ratio which will scale down the assets of 
the associations 60 per cent. 

How did it happen that no one improyed | 
the occasion to warn the stockholders in 
building and loan associations against the 
dangers of Bryanism and point out to them 
that they would be robbing themselves by. 
voting for candidates who indorse Bryan's 
immoral doctrines? An opportunity to 
teach a useful lesson has been neglected.

Pian of Expeliing American Miners 
from the Klendyke Region Is 
Pronounced impracticable, 


New York Sun: When the first heavy ship- 
ments of gold from the Klondyke were made 
this summer a British subject in Victoria, 
who had acquired some American idioms, fs 
said to have remarked with bitterness’ 
** Look at all this treasure taken from our 
territory, and we not in it.”” As time has 
gone on the feeling of resentment and greed 
has waxed intense among the anti-American 
section of thd Canadian people, and various 
methods of securing a part of the mineral 
wealth unearthed. by Americans havo been 
suggested. The plan of expelling American 
miners from the diggings has, for several 
reasons, been pronounced impracticable, 
but, according to a telegram from Ottawa 
the Dominion government has decided to 
confiscate a part of their earnings by im- 
posing a very high royalty upon the precious 
metal brought to light, no less than $50 a 
day being the amount proposed. Ostensibly, 
the royalty is to be levied upon all miners 
without regard to nationality; but, as the 
number of Canadians at the Kiond;yke is 
very small most of the burden will fall, and 
is meant to fall, upon Americans. ss 

We advise the Dominion government to 
move slowly In the matter of plundering 
American miners. The collection of the pro- 
pwn royalty will prove difficult and costly. 
‘Thoroughly to enforce the proposed law 
would require every mining claim to be 
watched night and day during the period 
when the pay dirt is washed. Thatisto say, 
there would have to be as many policenien as 
there are claim workers. The 
authorities have, at present, no force ade- 
quate for the purpose in the gold-bearing 
section, nor could they this year place a suf- 
ficient force upon the ground. In the case 
even of the small number of claims which 
now or next spring they might mange to 
- keep under surveillance, the attempt to levy 
the royalty woulg be almost certainly re- 
sisted. The resistance would quickly be- 
come organized, and the Canadian officials 
would have to face a collision with the min- 
ers which might result in bloodshed. The 
effect of such a collision on publlic feeling 
in the United States would, obviously, be de- 
plorabie, and the provocation of the inci- 
dent by the Dominion government would be 
probably viewed with severe reprobation in 

reat Britain. 

So much for the immediate outcome of an 
attempt on the part of Canada to contiseate 
a@ part of the earnings of American miners 
by the imposition of a high royalty; the evil 
consequences of the measure, however, 
would not stop there. It is a poor rule that 
will not work both ways, and the means of 
retaliation would be ready to our hand. 
There is reason to believe that the largest 
portion of the gold deposits made by the 
tributaries of the Yukon lies within Amer- 
lean territory, and the next deposits of start- 
ling richness are expected to be found Iti that 
quarter. When the migration takes place, 
as soon or late it will, to such new-found 
diggings, the American miners, smarting 
under the effort to wring royalties from: 
them at Klondyke, I not be disposed to 
wait for Congress to act in the premises: 
they will take the law into their own hands 
and ruthlessly bar Canadians out of al! min- 
ing camps on American soil. That, more- 
over, will be only the first step in the way of 
reprisals. The alien !abor bill, vetced by 
Cleveland, a clause of which, it will be re- 
membered, pressed with special rigor on 
Canadians, will be promptly reintroduced 
in Congress and reénacted, and public opin- 
ion, inflamed by Canada’s treatment of our 
miners, will not permit President McKinley 
to withhold ‘from it his signature. Nor 
would this be the only penalty to which 
Canadians will have exposed themselves. 
The demand, hitherto unheeded, for the sup- 
pression of the bonding privileges now en- 
joyed by Canadian railways, will become 
loud, firm, and irresistible. At present, as 
everybody knows, Canadian railways are 
allowed, through the liberality of our goy- 
ernment, to transport imported. goods in 
bond from our seacoast to American con- 
Sumers in the far West, whereas the same 
commodities, if they are to be transported 
over American lines, must pay duty at the 
Such flagrant discrimination 
against American railways in favor of for- 
eign rivals will not be for a moment toler- 
ated by the people of this country. after the 
rapacious and hostile spirit of the Dominion 
government shall have been unmistakably 
disclosed by an attempt to rob American 
miners of the fruit of the fearful hardships | 
and sufferings incident to labor in the Ice- 
bound soil of the arctic gold fields. 

When California’s gold diggings and gold 
mines were discovered British subjects wére 
welcomed to a share of the precious harvest. 
Our federal authorities would have seurned 
to shut out or harass by the levying of roy- 
alties the Argonauts of '49, no mattter from 
what foreign land they hailed.. The Domin- 
fon government may do wisely to profit by 
our example.

Enquirer Arrives at Milwaukee.

The 
race between Enquirer and Pathfinder being 
over at Waukegan, the winning craft sent a 
signal to the big whaleback that she woulé 
conclusions to Milwaukee. Captain 
Smith, although he ¢laims he was not racing, 
at once crowded on all steam and set out to 
cut a pace for Captain Conners. He did not

At the beginning of the race between the 
yacht and the steamer the Columbus forged 
ahead and left the yacht for a time, but at 
Racine Point the Enquirer cut in and passed 
her. Before South Point was reached the 
Columbus had run ahead again, but the 
yacht once more cut off a corner and there 
was an exciting run for the harbor mouth. 

For a boat that was not racing the Colum- 
bus made considerable fuss. Smoke poured 
from her stack in dense clouds and the water 


' flew up around her nose. Both boats were 
_ burning coal as though a miners’ strike and 


coalfamine Were things never dreamed of. 
Tugs and Liners at the Finish. 


Half a dozen tugs went out to meet them, 


and a couple of big liners going out laid toto 
see the finish and aid in the tooting. The 
race from South Point to the harbor en- 
trance was as pretty and exciting a contest 
as was ever witnessed on the water. It was 
witnessed by thousands. The Jones Island 
shore, the harbor entrance, and the big 
bluffs along the lake front were thronged 
with people, who grew more and more ex- 
cited as it became evident that if was nip 
d tuck between the yacht and the steamer. 
could be easily seen that the engineers 
were crowding on all the steam possible for 
the hothe stretch. 
With an angry leap, the twin «crew steam 
yacht Enquirer spurted after tLe leader and 


- buried her clipper bows in a bed of foam. 


Inch by inch she jumped to the front and. 
sent the spray flying from her bows like a 
thing of life. The space between her and the 
whaleback closed up. 

As the Columbus and the yacht came 
speeding along in a whirlwind finish the 
crowds on the lake front went wtid with ex- 
citement.. Then, as Christopher Columbus 
sprinted into the straight cut, the din broke 
out afresh. Only a few hundred yards be- 
hind steamed the Enquirer. Never was a 
sharper contrast seen-in a race. . 

At 1:414% Columbus passed thie pierhead, 
and Enquirer came in forty-five seconds be- 
hind her. Thé rian had been made by the 
yacht in four hours and eighteen minutes, 
which was twenty miles an hour, Enquirer 
tied up at Broadway bridge for a little while, 
and Mr. Conners’ friends flocked to the boat 
to congratulate him. 

He would not admit that anything had been | 
wrong on the rival yacht. “ Everything was 
all right except Morgan’s heart,’’ he said. 


’ “ His machinery was all right, but his heart 


-faited him. 

“ This. was the finest race that has ever 
been run on any body of fresh water. I 
started out to race the Pathfinder and fin- 
ished with the Columbus. We left Chicago 
at 9:24 with the’Columbus and Pathfinder, 
but the Virginia had started ten minutes be- 
fore. We ran side by side~with the Path- 
finder for twelve minutés. I have never 
heard of a more closely contested yacht 
race.. We finally got a little lead on her, and 
at 11:10 this morning she was about a half 
mile astern of us and quit off Waukegan.”’ 


Pass the Big Boats. 

“* At two hoyrs out we caught the Virginia 
and after our bow was even with the Vir- 
ginia’s stern it took us three and a quarter 
minutes to pass her. All the passengers on 
the Virginia were cheering and my little 
band were almost beside themselves with 
joy. We made Wind Point in 8:22 and touched 
the plier in 4:17:45, just 45 seconds behind 


. the whaleback. 


“I do not want to make excuses, but I do 
want to say that I would have come in ahead 
of the whaleback if one of my engines hadn't | 
given out just as we passed South Point. I 
raced with the Pathfinder and I defeated her 
and I have a few things in my trousers pocket 
to show for it.”’ 

Captain Keith, one of the owners of the 
Columbus, said: 

“I believe the F“thfinder ig the swifter 
yacht and it coula have won had not some 
accident happened. It was gaining steadily 
on the Enquirer when it suddenly stopped.’’ 


Thinks Pathfinder the Faster. 


“J am sure that some accident happened | 


to the machinery of the Pathfinder,’ said 
Captain Stines of the Virginia. She was 
fairly abreast of the Enquirer a few miles 
north of Waukegan and seemed to me to be 
holding her own, as she had done all alonz, 
when suddenly her engines were evidently 
stopped. As there was no indication as far 
as I could see for her to consider the race 
lost in any sense of the word, I can only ex- 
plain her behavior as arising from some 
accident.” 

T. T. Morford, Chicago agent of the Union 
Steamboat company, was one of the in- 
terested passengers on Enquirer, and he 
jeoks at the matter from a wholly different 
point of view from that taken by Captain 
Stines. 

“ Morgan was whipped and he knew it, and 
he was probably so chagrined at his defeat 
that he did not care to show up in Milwaukee 
@ loser. Of course, when he gets back to 
Chicago he will have some story to tell, but 
as a matter of fact he was never in the race. 
We had plenty of speed in reserve, but we 
were not called upon to use it. I tell you 
there is nothing on these lakes of her inches 
that can do anything at all to the Enquirer.”’

Start of the Race. 


- At 8:20 Pathfinder, with Mr. Morgan and 
four guests, making, with the crew, seven- 
teen people in all, hoisted her anchors and 
steered out in the lake, coming toa stopa 
mile outside of the four-mile crib. Fifteen 


’ minutes later the Enquirer followed. There | 


were on board, besides the owner, Mrs. W.. 
J. @onners, Miss Margaret Leonard, F. A. 
Wann, General Freight Agent of the Chi ° 
and Alton; James Hiland of the St. Paul, T. 
T. Morford, G. J. Harris, J. C. Evans, E. J. 
Henry, and John Boheéen. The racers got 
within a' half mile of each other and there 
waited for the Virginia to come out of the 
harbor. 

“The press boat, the excursion steamer 
Viola, Li C. Wachsmuth’s steam yacht Sen- 
tinel, and several other craft dropped down 
off Lincoln Park to get a view of the start. 
A thousand feet behind the Virginia came 
the Columbus. As the Virginia went around 
the harbor light Pathfinder and Enquirer 
started. 

At exactly 9:22 Captain Robert Smith 
sounded a salute from the whaleback and 
the race was on. From the lighthouse it | 
looked as if Enquirer had a start of about 
2900 feet. She was much nearer shore than 
Pathfinder, which steered a course a mile 
farther out than the whaleback and En- 
quirer. 

Off the Marine Hospital, five miles down 
the lake, Enquirer made a terrific spurt and 
went past the whaleback. The two yachts 
at that point seemed to be on exactly even 
terms. 

When the racers passed Grosse Point the « 
Captain of the steamer Milwaukee took ac- 
curate observations of the boats and found 
that there was not over a yard difference be- 
tween them. 

The next time taken was at Waukegan, 
where the following score of the two ex- 
cursion steamers and the two yachts was 
taken:

The accident to the safety valve spring 
had occurred just before this when off Fort 
Sheridan, which may explain the loss of a 
minute or two in Pathfinder’s time. | 

Not long after the boats had gone flying 
by Waukegan Pathfinder was seen to sud- 
denly fall aste®n, afd finally turn around, 
apparently bound for Chicago. The cause 
of this sudden dropping out of the race was 
not known until the return of the yacht late 
in the afternoon, when.it was reported that 
a water tube in the boiler had burst, per- 
manently disabling her. - 
- Enquirer kept on for Milwaukee at full 
ppeed. The three remaining boats passed 
Kenosha in the following time:

When they reached Racine they were in‘ 
the following order: The Columbus led the 
Enquirer by a quarter of a mile, and the 
Virginia was two miles astern of the En- 
quirer. 

. Mr. Morgan Disappointed. 

The unfortunate ending of the race for 
Pathfinder only caused Mr. Morgan to want: 
another trial. Both his Captain. and en- 
‘gineer felt supreme confidence that in an- 
other’ contest they could get away with 
the Buffalo boat. 

This desire was made known to Mr. Con- 
ners at Milwaukee, and he replied that as 
he had won on Lake Michigan Pathfinder 
‘T™Tust come to Lake Erie if she wanted an- 
other chance to win the championship on 
Steam yachts on the great lakes. Mr. Con- 
ners, however, may be induced to change 
his mind, and start his boat again along- 
side Pathfinder before his return on the pres- 
ent cruise. 

He had staked everything on the race of 
yesterday, and should he be defeated he 
had announced before the start in the morn- 
ing he would not make another effort. How 
he will take the challenge upon his return to 
Chicago after a consultation with his friends 
remains to be seen. It would not be sur- 
prising if when he was ready to start back 
to Buffalo he would find Pathfinder 
ing the same way, and will thus have a race 
forced upon him the same way as he forced 
the race of yesterday upon Mr. Morgan. 

Although Mr. Morgan would not talk for 
publication, there was a report at the Co- 
lumbia Yacht club last night he had offered 
to put up a small fortune that Pathfinder 
could defeat Enquirer in another race. The 
amount mentioned was all the way from 
$5,000 to $10,000. ;

TO TEST THE WHEEL TAX 


EX-JUDGE COLLINS WILL TAKE THE 
INITIATIVE IN THE MATTER. 


Files a Bill in the Cireuit Court Asking 
That the City of Chicage Be HKe- 
atrained from Collecting a Tax on 
Six Bicycles and One Two-Horse 
‘Carriage Which He Owns — Says 
State Has Conferred No Such Au- 
thority on the City. 


The opening gun of the war on the bicycle 
tax will be fired in Judge Tuley’s court this 
morning at 10 o’clock. Lorin C. Collins, 
formerly a Judge, has filed a Dill in the 
Circuit Court for an injunction restraining 
the city from collecting the license fee pro- 
vided for in the Martin measure on six bi- 
cycles and on two horse carriage owned by 
him. He holds that the law is no good, and 
his case will be watched with great in- 
terest by wheelmen. The text of his bill 
in part is as follows: ~— 

»“ That the City of Chicago enjoys no tax 
power except such as is conferred by the 
Legislature of said State under and by vir- 
tue of the terms and provisions of the cén- 
stitution of the State of Illinois; that there 
is no statute of this State that confers upon 
the said City of Chicago the power to direct- 
ly tax any personal property whatsoever, 
except such power as is conferred under 
the general revenue law of the said State of 
Illinois, and when a tax is so levied the same. 
tax must be uniform as to persons and prop- 
erty;

Lean was seen to remove his hat and wipe 
his brow several times, though the temper- 
ature was not such as to cause undue per- 
spiration. John Morris, the well-known 
trainer, was in the timers’ stand with Dr. 
McLean at the time, and he joined Trainer 
Blackburn in urging the doctor to claim 
Remember Me, to which he reluctantly con 
sented after much persuasion.

The turfman, however, was be 
yond earthly aid, one of the large blood 
vesels of the heart having burst, and with- 
in five minutes after his condition was 
noticed he was dead. 

Dr’ McLean was 55 years of age and a 
native of this city, where he had always 
lived. His title was not simply an hon- 
orary one, as he had been a practicing phy- 
sician. His health, however, finally com- 
pelled him to give up his profession. About 
fifteen years ago he became associated with 
Mark Simonton in the ownership of the 
Turf Exchange in Covington, the most pros-. 
perous poolroom in.this section, and later 
in a string of horses. Along about 1898 he 
severed his connection with Simonton and 
began to race a stable of hisown. His prom- 
Inence on the turf dates from 1804, when 
Jamboree, In his colors, won the Tennessee 
Derby. Since that tifme he has had one 
of the strongest stables in the West. His 
tragic ending cast a gloom over all who 
were at the track,' as he was held in the 
highest esteem not only by his associates in 
the racing business but as well by the citi- 
zens of Cincinnati generally. ‘

Underwrtters’ association 


The decision of the 
to have a new set of rules in keeping with the 
size and influence of_the organization has caused 


much comment in La Salle street. It is generally 
conceded by the members that there never was 
more urgent need for united action on the part 
of underwriters in Chicago. The unsettled con- 
dition of rates In neighboring teritory is regarded 
as a menace to the tariffs in this city. It has 
been the aim of the association to reduce rates 
judiciously on risks where its rules for construc- 
tion and electrical equipment are observed. Vice 
President Pellet says this is the plan and it 
will result in a greater saving to property-owfers 
than any: sweeping reducion such as would result 
if the association were abolished. While the 10 
per cent commission to outside brokers was the 
direct cause of the decision to revise the rules 
many other reforms are planned which wil! be of 
especial benefit to policy-holders. The rules of 
the association have been violated repeatedly dur- 
Ing the last six months, and the inability to se- 
cure a quorum to vote on amendmens is assigned 
as the cause of the decision to select a special 
committee to suggest necessary amendments. 

Mr. Pellet will select the members of the com- 

niittee within a few days.
